HAWKINS—AUSTIN CONTEST. 


The Glove Contest for $250 a sidu be- 
tween Hawkins, of Winnipeg, and Aus- 
tin of Calgary, took place at Claxton's 
Star Rink. A large Audience assembled 
to witness the sparring. The Ring wae 
staked out at the lower end of the rink, 
with seats arranged in tiers on each side « 
The contest took up seven rounds, First 
blood fell to Austin in the second‘ and he 
frequently repeated getting one in on his 
opponent's head and face. In the fourth 
round the men warmed up and during 
thenext two they were atit hammer and 
tongs. Inthe sixth round Austin got a 
bloody nose, and almost immediately on 
the commencement of the seventh he re- 
seived a knock down blow under the jew 
trom the other, which termmated the cou- 
test and left Hawkins the winner, The 
ploceedings were animated throughout, 
with a spirit of order and fair play which 
reflects great credit on all concerned. 


THE NOMINATIONS, 

The nomination of candidates to con- 
test the two Calgary District seats for the 
Northwest Council took place on Wednes- 
day, the 30th ult. The candidates nomi- 
nated were, Dr. Lau ler, whose nomination 
paper was signed by Messrs. Millward, 
Lougheed, Henderson and others; Mr. 
Cayley, whose nomination paper was signe 
ed by Messrs. Dr. Henderson, J. H. Mill- 
ward, M, O'Keefe, Mark Cuzner, F. T. 
Claxton, A. Ferland, H. E. Smith, Hugh 
Munro, W. T. Ramsey, Hy. Bleeker, John 
Donohoe and James Christie ; Mr, Carney, 
nominated by Messrs. Livingstone, Votier, 
C. N, Campbell and others; Mr. Hogg: 
nominated by J, A. Lougheed and others. 

Dr. Lauder, in rising, was welcomed 
with cheers. He declared he did not pro- 
fess to be a speaker, but he did profess to 
have the interests of the district at heart, 

nd promised to look after them well. He 
referred to the necessity there was for ad- 
ditional roads and buildings in the district 
and a larger grant for school puryoses, 

Mr. Begg thanked the meeting for his 
nomination, and, after sketching the im- 
provements that had taken place in the 
district since his first arrival here, stated 
the powers of the N. W, Council, and ad- 
voctaed the planting of trees, aided by 
the state. He concluded a clever and in- 
teresting spe2ch with a promise to look 
well after the interests if elected. 

Mr. Carney thanked the meeting for his 
nomination, He repudiated any politics 
in the election, was happy say his candi- 
dature was supported by some Lideraly aad 
some Conservatives. Came into the coun- 
try in 1882 and signed several petitions to 
the Government which had always hal 
gowl results, He said the leasing system 
was a disgrace to the country, although 
he had noticed that a wise clause, allow- 
ing their cancellation on petition of set- 
tlers had been introduced. He thought 
the coiporations ot the territories should 
be put on a footing with those of Canada 
in which the Mayor was chief magistrate. 
He thought it wouid be a reasonable re- 
quest that the corporations should issue 
liquor licenses, The money coliected in 
Potice Burracks did not all go either to 
O tawa or Regina. Said his election was 
an assured fact, 

Mr. Hogg, after thanking the electors, 
said he was in favor of improvements ete., 
and roads and buildings.
